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First Look 

Windows® CE 2.0 

By David Shier 


I t's now been one year since Bill 
Gates used the Cirque du 
Soleil as a backdrop to official¬ 
ly kickoff Microsoft's new 
Windows CE operating system 
at COMDEX 1996. 1 was impressed 
with the magnitude of the launch 
party Given the competition for Bill 
Gates' time, the fact that he person¬ 
ally appeared to introduce the 
industry to Windows CE was a clear 
indication of Microsoft's commit¬ 
ment to the handheld market. 

At the introduction, Gates 
explained that an important design 
requirement for Windows CE hand¬ 
helds was placing the operating sys¬ 
tem and applications software on 
replaceable ROM modules. This 
allows you to purchase a first gener¬ 
ation Windows CE H/PC without 
the worry that it will be obsolete as 
soon as the first bug is found in the 
software. 

Microsoft is helping the OEM 
vendors to come through with the 
promise by making the new version 
of Windows CE backward compati¬ 
ble with the crop of H/PCs released 
with Version 1. This means that for 
many H/PCs you should be able to 
purchase the upgrade module and 
simply install it in your current 
H/PC. (Some recent purchasers of

Some of Windows CE 2.0's new 
features, such as support for color 
screens, will require new H/PCs 
new hardware. But even if you own 


one of the original H/PCs, 1 think 
you'll find the improvements worth 
upgrading to Windows CE 2.0. 

Developers Get a Preview 

Earlier this year Microsoft pro¬ 
vided hardware and software devel¬ 
opers a look at things to come for 
Windows CE. By the time you read 
this article, Windows CE 2.0 will 
have been formally announced at 
the November 1997 COMDEX. 

Microsoft's goals for Windows 
CE 2.0 for the H/PC were outlined 
as follows: 

1. Enhance the utility of the H/PC 
for corporate buyers in response 
to customer, manufacturer and 
vendor feedback. 

2. Support new hardware technolo¬ 
gies, including color displays. 

3. Upgrade the existing H/PCs. 

4. Support the European market. 

5. Continue the sales momentum for 
the H/PCs. 

From the demos I saw it appears 
that the H/PCs are headed in the 
right direction. It is also clear that 
Microsoft is relying on third-party 
developers to enhance the utility of 
the H/PCs.

New Features of Windows CE 2.0 

The first thing you'll notice about 
running Windows CE 2.0 for the 
H/PC is that many of the changes 
are a direct result of customer feed¬ 
back. The fonts are more readable — 
TrueType support is now built in. 
The Start, and other menus now sup¬ 
port "cascading" to speed navigation 
and to provide a feel much closer to 
Windows on your desktop (95 or 
NT.) 

Just like its big brothers on the 
desktop, Windows CE 2.0 for the 
H/PC now supports an Autohide 
option for the Taskbar. This causes 
the taskbar to disappear off the 
screen when not in use, allowing the 
space to be used by the applications 
software. You can also turn the 
Taskbar's "Always on top" feature 
on and off to allow it to remain on 
screen, but to move down in the 
stack of active Windows as you 
launch applications. Finally, there's a 
new Desktop button that will mini¬ 
mize whatever number of open 
application windows you have to 
display the H/PC desktop. 

On my desktop PC with a 17" 
monitor, I find such features as 
"autohide" to be unnecessary. But it 
is a welcome change on the H/PC 
where screen real estate is much 
more precious. The user interface 
now includes a color setting dialog, 
and a print dialog. That's right — 
your H/PC can now support print¬ 
ing from the built-in applications! 
Microsoft supplies a printer driver 
for PCL3 (HP LaserJet-compatible) 
printers. The manufacturers of non- 
PCL3 printers must provide their 
own Windows CE drivers. 

Another change with Windows 
CE 2.0 for the H/PC is that the new 
version of Pocket Internet Explorer 
lets you browse files on your system, 
as well as the Internet, in a similar 
way to Internet Explorer 4.0 for the 
desktop. You can type in a URL or a 
file system path into the address bar, 
and Pocket Internet Explorer will 
display the web command bar and 


H/PC 

the web page, or the H/PC's version 
of Windows Explorer will display 
the portion of the file system you 
selected. The new version of Pocket 
Internet Explorer provides addition¬ 
al new features similar to the desk¬ 
top version, including support for 
frames and secure connections. 

The three personal information 
management programs (Contacts, 
Calendar and Tasks) are also 
improved. If you are using 
Microsoft's Outlook on your desktop 
PC, you'll find it easy to work with 
the Windows CE 2.0 for the H/PC. 
Inbox, along with Contacts, 
Calendar and Tasks have been 
merged into one application called 
Microsoft Pocket Outlook. Pocket 
Outlook closely resembles, and easi¬ 
ly synchronizes with Outlook. This 
cross-product similarity and ease of 
synchronization is a repeated theme 
in Microsoft products, encouraging 
you to purchase their software. 

The dialog design is quite similar 
to Outlook's, and it now supports fil¬ 
tering and categories. You can even 
perform group-scheduling tasks 
from the H/PC, drag across two or 
more days in Calendar to see multi¬ 
ple days at a glance, add ink notes to 
appointments contacts and task 
items, perform a "Find" operation 
on any Pocket Outlook item (except 
email), send email or launch a web 
URL from within Contacts, and use 
the Go menu to switch between 
Pocket Outlook components. 

International Characters 

The initial Windows CE hand¬ 
held PCs only supported US English 
characters, leaving the large markets 
of Europe and Asia unsupported. In 
fact, of the initial H/PCs, only the 
Hewlett-Packard 300/320LX, and a 
later version of the Philips Velol 
included the British Pound sign (the 
only unique character required to 
support British English). 

Supporting other western 
European languages is more com¬ 
plex and the solution offered by 



Windows CE is to use "Unicode". 
Unicode is a newer, 16-bit, standard 
for representing characters, that 
allows up to 64,000 characters 
instead of the older, 8-bit ASCII 
which only describes 128 characters 
(another 128 "extended" characters 
are possible, but are not part of the 
standard.) Although a 16-bit charac¬ 
ter set would normally require twice 
the storage space, Windows CE uses 
data compression, so that you will 
not see any practical difference in 
size between a text file in Unicode 
vs. ASCII. The use of Unicode will 
also allow for support of Eastern lan¬ 
guages such as Japanese and Korean. 
Windows CE 2.0 will not directly 
support Eastern languages, but indi¬ 
vidual manufacturers may make 
special, localized versions of their 
H/PCs - such as the Japanese ver¬ 
sion of the Cassiopeia currently 
available. 

Supporting international versions 
of the operating system requires 
more than simply expanding the 
character set. Windows CE 2.0 also 
allows changing the date and num¬ 
ber formats, and even the sorting 
order - which changes from country- 
to-country. Other international sup¬ 
port includes alternates for currency 
symbols, days of the week, and case 
conversions. 

New Features of Pocket Office 

The "Pocket" versions of the 
Office Suite have also been 
improved. Pocket Word now has a 
much-needed spell checker. 

Pocket Word 2.0 also does a bet¬ 
ter job of providing richer formatting 
features such as tabs, indentation, 
numbered lists, etc. Pocket Word and 
Pocket Excel 2.0 both offer support 
for full screen view, zooming, pass¬ 
word protected documents and doc¬ 
ument templates. Pocket Excel also 
adds user interface features such as 
split and freeze panes, and database 
functions. Macros are still missing 
from Pocket Excel and some format¬ 
ting is still not converted properly 
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Windows CE 2.0 

Windows CE 2.0 comes with a 
number of new applications and 
time-saving features. The screens 
below are in color and will appear as 
such on H/PCs with color displays. 
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Windows CE 2.0 gives a new cascading menus fea¬ 
ture off of the Start button, making it easier to locate 
and access programs and documents on the H/PC. 



Windows CE 2.0 brings users a Pocket version of 
PowerPoint. Users can connect to a VGA monitor and 
display color slides, even if their H/PC has a grey scale 
screen. 
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Windows CE 2.0 comes with a new Pocket version of 
Windows Explorer, now accessed in a submenu of 
the programs menu, it incorporates many new web¬ 
like features including Forward and Back buttons and 
a Favorites menu. 



inbox, along with Contacts, Calendar and Tasks 
have been merged into one application called 
Microsoft Pocket Outlook, inbox e-mail and files can 
be synchronized with the desktop inbox, Calendar, 
Contacts and Tasks data. 


when documents are transferred to 
and from a desktop PC and H/PC. 

New to the Pocket Office Suite is 
Pocket PowerPoint. This is the one 
application missing from Windows 
CE 1.0 that forced me to carry a lap¬ 
top around at times. By connecting 
the H/PC to an external VGA screen 
(via a PC Card VGA interface, see 
product listing, page 32) you can 
make your presentation in 640x480 
VGA resolution in 256 colors, even 
from a gray scale display H/PC! 
Pocket PowerPoint lets you create 
and edit slide titles, hide slides, 
shows slides and notes side by side 
while projecting the presentation on 
the VGA PC Card, jump to slides by 
number, "blackout or whiteout" the 
slides during a slide show, and 
rearrange the slide order. The pre¬ 
release version demonstrated at the 
developer's conference was not 
fully functional, so a complete 
review of Pocket PowerPoint will 
have to wait. I look forward to this 
application because it will let me 
carry complete slide presentations 
on Compact Flash cards, ready at a 
moment's notice. 

Improved Desktop 
Connectivity and Device Support 

A limitation of Version 1.0 was 
that you could only partner a single 
H/PC with a single desktop PC. 
This is not very practical in a num¬ 
ber of circumstances. Many compa¬ 
nies rely on a single person, such as 
a secretary, to manage the appoint¬ 
ments for many others in a depart¬ 
ment. Many sales people and execu¬ 
tives do not have their own desktop 
computers. This means that the sec¬ 
retary is responsible to synchronize 
multiple H/PCs with a single desk¬ 
top computer. Windows CE Services 
2.0 solves this problem, allowing a 
single desktop PC to support a 
number of H/PCs. 

The other major improvements 
implemented in Windows CE 
Services 2.0 include: 

* A single H/PC can dock with 


two Windows-based PCs, and sync 
with both. 

* Inbox e-mail and files can be 
synchronized along with Calendar, 
Contacts and Tasks data. 

* ActiveSync incorporates the 
version one sync modes: sync on 
connect, no sync, and manual sync, 
and adds continuous sync. That is, 
while your H/PC and PC are 
docked, any changes that you make 
are synchronized automatically. 
Now you can grab your H/PC and 
go without having to initiate sync 
before leaving your desk. 

* ActiveSync supports serial, 
infrared, dial-up from the H/PC 
either directly to the PC or through 
a network RAS server, and sync via 
a Ethernet card! 

Windows CE 2.0 also fixed the 
limitation on the number of memo¬ 
ry cards that could be accessed by 
the H/PC at the same time. Version 
1.0 H/PCs such as the Hewlett- 
Packard 320LX came with two card 
slots, but could only access one 
memory card at a time (however, 
you could use a modem card in one 
slot and a memory card in the 
other.) Windows CE 2.0 allows up to 
nine memory cards at a time 
(although no current H/PC has 
more than two.) 

There is also improved support 
for wireless networking in the new 
version of Windows CE. Wireless 
modems often send data in odd 
order, requiring the receiving device 
to put things back in the original 
order. Version 1.0 was not very good 
at this, so the efficiency of wireless 
communications suffered. Version 
2.0 fixes some of the technical prob¬ 
lems regarding the way e-mail, and 
other information is received, 
improving the speed and reliability 
of wireless networking. 

There are many other subtle 
improvements in the core of the 
operating system, but I will save the 
discussion of them for a future arti¬ 
cle. One thing to mention is that 
unlike what we've come to expect 
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from new versions of software, the 
kernel of Windows CE Version 2.0 is 
actually smaller and a bit faster than 
Version 1.0. 

Java Support 

Windows CE 2.0 has another sur¬ 
prise: The operating system provides 
a "Java Virtual Machine." 

JAVA is the "universal" program¬ 
ming language that is quickly 
becoming the language of choice for 
the Internet. The idea of JAVA is that 
a "virtual computer" is defined that 
any computer can pretend to be, that 
is, emulate. The JAVA applications 
are written in the language of the 
virtual computer, and each real com¬ 
puter interprets the commands in its 
native language. Microsoft's support 
for the Java virtual machine is based 
on JDK 1.1 

This is an important development 
that can further the effort to develop 
programs that can run on any com¬ 
puter, from powerful workstations to 
tiny handhelds. It also adds a signifi¬ 
cant advantage for Windows CE 
handhelds over other handhelds that 
don't offer such support. 

Windows CE on new computers 

With Version 2.0, Microsoft is 
supporting many additional CPU 


processors. These include the Intel 
x86 series, which may include some 
very low-power versions of the 
80486, or even Pentium processors; 
the Motorola PowerPC; and the 
ARM and StrongARM (available in a 
future release after Windows CE 2.0). 
StrongARM is the low-power, high¬ 
speed processor currently used in 
the Newton MP2000. With all these 
new chips and new devices with 
faster hardware designs and clock 
rates of the existing CPUs, expect to 
see some faster H/PCs available 
soon. 

Windows CE not just for the H/PC! 

Microsoft wants a version of 
Windows to be used everywhere 
computers are used: Windows NT 
for Network servers and corporate 
desktops, Windows 95 (soon to be 
Windows 98) for the home computer, 
Windows CE for everything else. We 
used to hear jokes about washing 
machines running Windows. Well 
that's exactly where Microsoft is 
aiming. No, they don't actually 
expect you to use a mouse to operate 
your kitchen blender. In fact, for 
some devices, such as a microwave 
oven, you might not even notice that 
much has changed. The basic idea is 
this: Currently there are a number of 


specialized operating systems (with 
names such as OS9, VRTX and 
PDOS) that are used inside computer 
controlled appliances, industrial con¬ 
trollers and other computerized 
automation. Programmers must 
learn the controls and other details 
of each new operating system they 
work with. If there is one predomi¬ 
nate operation system (Windows 
CE) for all of these devices, then pro¬ 
grammers can focus on learning that 
system. And since there are currently 
a large number of programmers who 
work with Windows, there will be 
less training needed for them to 
write their applications for Windows 
CE than for one of the many, lesser- 
known operating systems. 

The idea of having one system to 
learn is attractive, but there are other 
considerations. First, the computer 
processors in most appliances are 
very simple and inexpensive. They 
need very little memory or process¬ 
ing power to do their simple jobs. 
Windows CE represents a relatively 
large operating system that requires 
more powerful and expensive 
processors. Will the added features 
be worth the added expense? 

Next, there's the cost of testing. 
The simplicity of existing small 
appliance controllers make them

more predictable. It's possible to test 
most, if not all, conditions that they 
will encounter relatively easily (can 
you imagine a combination of button 
presses on your microwave oven 
that haven't been tried by the manu¬ 
facturer?) On the other hand, 
Windows CE is a highly sophisticat¬ 
ed and complex package. Because of 
differences in the way Windows 
operating systems behave, it is much 
more difficult, if not impossible, to 
test every combination of events. 
Finally, there is the issue of simplici¬ 
ty. Customers don't want a toaster 
with a complex user interface. While 
using Windows CE as the operating 
system for a home appliance does 
not necessitate a complicated user 
interface, the Windows CE operating 
system has a lot more capabilities. 
Designers will need to resist adding 
to many "bells and whistles." It will 
be interesting to see how Windows 
CE develops for embedded con¬ 


troller applications. Since Microsoft 
purchased WebTV, I would imagine 
that we will see Windows CE in a 
"set- top" TV box as one of the first 
applications for Windows CE out¬ 
side of the H/PCs. 

Recommendations 

If you've been waiting to buy an 
H/PC, it's time to take a closer look 
at what's available now and what's 
coming. Windows CE 2.0 supports 
color displays, so expect that in the 
future. But color H/PCs are likely to 
cost more and have reduced battery 
life. If you currently use a Windows 
CE handheld PC, you'll probably 
find the upgrade well worth the 
price. Windows CE 2.0 fixes prob¬ 
lems, adds features, and makes the 
H/PC a little easier to use. I especial¬ 
ly like the addition of Pocket 
PowerPoint Viewer. If you give a lot 
of presentations, this addition alone 
is worth the upgrade.

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New batch of handheld 
PCs on the horizon 

W indows CE 2.0 adds a number of features and 
capabilities that are making the operating system 
more attractive to computer manufacturers. All of the 
seven original manufacturers of the handheld PCs are 
releasing new handhelds based on the Windows CE 
2.0 operating system, most are offering upgrade 
paths to owners of existing H/PCs. In addition, other 
computer manufacturers are considering, or have 
already decided to release new H/PCs. 

The Sharp Electronics Corporation plans to intro¬ 
duce a handheld PC (H/PC) with Microsoft 
Windows CE before the end of 1997. The new Sharp 
H/PC will have the Windows CE 2.0 operating sys¬ 
tem and incorporate Sharp's e xperience w ith pocket 
organizers, according to Sharp. HHHHH 

Sharp is already heavily committed to the pocket 
organizer niche with its Zaurus PC Companions, 
Wizard, SE-500 Mobile Organizer and YO series of 
electronic organizers. According to industry sources. 
Sharp feels that Windows CE is creating a new cate¬ 
gory of mobile products that addresses the needs of 
corporate users familiar with the Windows operation 
system. Sharp's new Windows CE product line will 
be for that user and Sharp does not expect its H/PC 
to compete with its pocket organizer line. 

For more information on Sharp's Windows CE 
handhelds, write Sharp Electronics Corporation, 
Mobile and Home Office Equipment Division, Sharp 
Plaza, Mahwah, N.J. 07430 or call 1-800-BE-SHARP.

Windows CE 2.0 Upgrades 

The ability to upgrade the handheld PC to new releas¬ 
es of Windows CE is one of the basic principles of the 
Handheld PC's design. Microsoft has worked with all 
manufacturers of handheld PCs to ensure smooth 
upgrades for owners of H/PCs with Windows CE 1.0. 
The only H/P that is not capable of being upgraded is 
the Hitachi Handheld PC. 

Although the upgrade process will vary by manu¬ 
facturer, typical installation of a Windows CE 2.0 
upgrade can be as simple as this: 

1. Connect the H/PC to a PC to synchronize and 
back up all data. 

2. Disconnect the H/PC from the PC 

3. Remove the main and back-up batteries. 

4. Remove the ROM cover and the old ROM board. 

5. Install the new ROM board and replace the ROM 
cover. 

6. Replace the batteries and reset the H/PC. 

7. Install the new version of the desktop connectivi¬ 
ty software. 

8. Reconnect the H/PC to the PC to restore the data 
to the H/PCs. 

Again, this describes a typical installation of the 
Windows CE 2.0 upgrade. The process may vary with 
different manufactures. To find out more about your 
H/PCs Windows 2.0 upgrade procedure, take a look 
at the H/PC manufacturers listings below.

A World Of H/PC 
Possibilities

A ccording to Microsoft, 
over 100 independent 
software and hardware 
vendors have developed, 
or are in the process of 
developing a total of over 
250 applications and peripherals for 
the Windows CE platform. Take a 
look at the reviews, product listings 
and advertising in this issue and 
you may feel a sense of awe at the 
wide range of possibilities for 
Handheld PC users. In fact, you 
may even feel there are too many 
good products to choose from. 
We've organized them by the func¬ 
tion they serve. But we could have 
just as easily organized them by two 
trends we see emerging in the 
development of products for the 
Windows CE operating system: 
"filling in the gaps" and "leveraging 
mobility." Here are a few samples 
from the rich resources available. 

Filling in the Gaps: Patching the 
Holes with Powerful Programs 

We heard from a number of 
users who were disappointed that 
Windows CE didn't include a 
sophisticated calculator. Third party 
developers quickly began to fill that 
gap with a variety of programs. 
LandWare's Fiscal Pro (page 36) is a 
forms-based financial problem 
solver, which mimics the look and 
feel of the HP Calculator application 
found on Hewlett-Packard's 100/ 
200LX Palmtops. It includes amorti¬ 
zation, currency and unit conver¬

sions, date calculations, and invest¬ 
ment analysis—virtually every HP 
Calc feature except Solver. Also 
from LandWare comes Financial 
Consultant (page 36), a program 
that supports investment and real 
estate functions, and Pocket Finance 
(page 36), and a checkbook applica¬ 
tion that exchanges account entries 
with Intuit's Quicken and Micro¬ 
soft's Money desktop applications. 
At press time, LandWare was close 
to finishing proCALC ce (page 37), a 
problem solver with built-in science 
statistics, finance and trigonometric 
functions. 

Another important calculator 
program is Pocket BizCalc (page 36) 
from Odyssey Computing. This pro¬ 
gram emulates the popular HP-12C 
business/financial calculator. 
Pocket Convert (page 36) from 
Surerange converts between curren¬ 
cies, while their Pocket Solver (page 


36) solves equations. MVA Soft¬ 
ware's Proficiency! (page 37) is an 
RPN (Reverse Polish Notation) cal¬ 
culator with business, financial, sta¬ 
tistical, scientific, engineering and 
programming functionality. 

Finally, Applied Technologies 
announced a free beta version of 
CoolCalc (page 36), a programma¬ 
ble business and scientific calcula¬ 
tor, with the power to enable users 
to define their own calculator and 
formula screens, iambic software 
reports that their Time Reporter 
(page 37) for Windows CE will be 
ready soon, allowing users to calcu¬ 
late time billings. 

Another feature missing on the 
H/PCs is a good "find" tool. You 
can search for text in a Pocket Word 
document and data in a Pocket 
Excel worksheet, but you can't do a 
global search on the H/PC. 
Fortunately, two utilities have 
arrived to save the forgetful-mind¬ 
ed. A global-find utility called 
bFIND (page 48) is now available 
from bSquare development. In addi¬ 
tion, LandWare's Productivity Pac 
(page 48) includes FindForce as well 
as 5 other practical utilities. 

H/PCs go with you anywhere, 
giving you the potential to collect 
important data wherever you go. 
Special input devices and software 
are now helping to actualize this 
potential. The Sales Assistant (page 
26) barcode entry system from 
Corvallis System Sales Corp. sup¬ 
ports mobile order writing, while 
the Socket Bar Code Wand Card 
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(page 26) from Socket Communi¬ 
cations' attaches a pen-like wand to 
a PC card in your H/PC to let you 
collect bar code data. Advanced 
Recognition Technologies is coming 
out with a series of speech input 
products, including smARTcontact, 
smARTcommand, and smARTme- 
mo. (page 47). Finally, there are a 
number of handwriting recognition 
programs available for the H/PCs 
(page 42). 

One of the biggest gaps to fill 
was the absence of a flexible data¬ 
base program with Windows CE. A 
number of companies stepped in to 
meet this need. Contact Manage¬ 
ment databases such as ACT! from 
Symantec and Pocket On-Schedule 
2.0 from Odyssey Computing fulfill 
one type of need (product listing 
page 38, review page 62). The 
AllPen Mobile Forms Database 
(page 38, review page 63) marketed 
satisfies the need for a simple, flat- 
file database by LandWare. 
FormLogic (page 38) from Wright 
Strategies lets field workers replace 
a clipboard with a handheld and 
automate business processes such as 
retail merchandising, order entry, 
patient data collection, market 
research surveys, and field inspec¬ 
tions. Visual CE (page 38) from 
Syware also allows users to create 
databases and forms-based applica¬ 
tions, while RuppSoft's Z-Flash CE 
Educational Database (page 38) lets 
users customize the H/PC as an 
education tool, based on a database 
type structure. 

Leveraging Mobility: a Must! 

When is a mobile computer not a 
mobile computer? When its battery 
is dead and there's no power source 
in sight! One company coming to 
the rescue is KIW1GREEN. Some of 
KIWIGREEN's H/PC carrying cases 
come with a rechargeable NiCd bat¬ 
tery which provides additional 
power for your H/PC, especially 
important when using your hand¬ 
held PC with a PC modem card. 
(Kiwigreen's cases are marketed by 
Viatek — see page 26.) If you have a 


AC power source near-by, JJA 
Microsystem's 15 Minute Super 
Charger (page 31) gives H/PC bat¬ 
teries a boost in 15 minutes. Many 
of the PC modem cards for 
Handheld PCs have relatively low 
power consumption. But they can 
still drain the H/PCs main batteries 
quickly. EXP's ThinFax CE/M Card 
(page 28) offers a detachable battery 
pack to provide additional power 
during modem use. 

Of course two-way communica¬ 
tion and synchronization are vital 
for real-life mobility. Information 
collected on the road can be 
synched with a number of desktop 
Personal Information Managers 
(PIMs) as well as with databases on 
corporate Intranets. The list of syn¬ 
chronization programs has expand¬ 
ed to include Desktop To Go, 
InSync!, Intellisync, Maximizer 
CELink, or Randsoft Harmony 97. 
For broader remote connections, 
you can use ASL-Connect, pcANY- 
WHERE CE or Pocket Carbon Copy. 


Anyone using JetForm forms on 
their desktop, should check out 
JetForm Filler CE, a Windows CE 
two-way transfer system. 

For maximum mobility, investi¬ 
gate the ten different full-service 
wireless or pager systems available 
(page 32). And if you need to know 
where you are at all times, TeleType 
GPS (page 44) lets you access the 
Global Positioning Satellite system 
to find your latitude, longitude, 
height above sea level, and the 
speed and direction you are travel¬ 
ing. You can even integrate this 
information with maps to help you 
find your way. 

Speaking of finding your way, 
when third party products were 
scarce, making buying decisions 
was easy. Now, with over a hundred 
products to choose from, you need a 
good map to help you make the 
decisions. We hope this issue of 
Handheld PC Magazine provides you 
with the signposts you need.

I n the quick moving world of pro¬ 
fessional sports, effective commu¬ 
nication plays a major role. During 
the off season, where player-trades 
and signings are at their peak, the 
ability to quickly and easily reach 
key personnel has the potential to 
make or break a season. 

The Portland Trail Blazers 
recently put IKON's Mobile¬ 
CHOICE communications software, 
their Mobility Services electronic 
messaging service, and Motorola's 
PM100D Personal Messenger wire¬ 
less modem card the to the test. The 
results? A fast and portable way to 
send and receive electronic mes¬ 
sages. 

I had the chance to test out the 
units before sending them on to 
executives, and enjoyed the experi¬ 
ence. Reception of the network was 
the biggest issue that I encountered. 
At my desk, for example, I had prob¬ 
lems with signal strength. Albeit, I 
was sitting between two computers, 
their 21" monitors, a room fan, and a 
stereo system. Moving a few feet 
away, or near a window cleared the 
problem. I was also able to send and 
receive messages while in a moving 
car with no problems. 


The PM100D wireless modem 
connects to a standard PCMCIA 
Type II slot. Three LED's on the 
modem give a quick indication of 
adequate network coverage, incom¬ 
ing messages, and low-battery sta¬ 
tus. One particularly nice feature is 
that since the modem itself is regis¬ 
tered to the user, checking for new 
messages only requires powering 
the modem and looking for a blink¬ 
ing yellow LED; insertion of the 
modem into the H/PC is not neces¬ 
sary until you want to receive and 
read the message. 

Installation was easy, as the 
MobileCHOICE software installed 
on the desktop PC, transferred the 
necessary software to the handheld 
PC by way of the H/PC Explorer. 
With the modem inserted and pow¬ 
ered, connecting to IKON's Mobility 
Services was as easy as opening the 
Inbox application and clicking the 
appropriate icon. 

The PM100D runs on a single 
Alkaline or rechargeable NiCad 9- 
volt battery, saving the H/PC's 
power supply. A small antenna 
extends from the modem's body, 
which is not much larger than the 
enclosed 9-volt battery. 

Support service through IKON 
Office Solutions proved to be very 
useful. When we had a problem with 
the broken battery connector on one 
unit, IKON delivered a replacement 
the next day. Knowledgeable and 
friendly, IKON's technicians and rep¬ 
resentatives have a genuine sense of 
enthusiasm for this exciting new 
technology. 

If we were to have a 'perfect 
world' wish list, it would include 
the ability to connect to our existing 


POP servers. As it is now, the pro¬ 
vided email address works well as a 
private account. Simple email filter¬ 
ing forwards any or all messages to 
IKON Mobility Services and on to 
the device for later retrieval. 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: The Mobile¬ 
CHOICE Messenger software has 
been recently enhanced to the abili¬ 
ty to send longer messages, forward 
email to fax and other email 
addresses, automatically have 
replies to your email routed to a 
specified recipient, configure your 
fax cover page, and easily filter mes¬ 
sages to the device based on size.)

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Mail on the Run!

W hen I first heard of Mail on 
the Run! I thought, 
"Windows CE already has email 
client software built in. I can send 
and receive Internet mail just fine 
from my H/PC. Who needs another 
one?" Then I took a look at Mail on 
the Run! and abruptly changed my 
mind. 

Mail on the Run! gives the 
Handheld PC user direct or remote 
access into corporate mail systems 
running Lotus Notes Mail, 
Microsoft Exchange Server, Lotus 
cc:Mail, and Microsoft Mail over 
telephone and cellular or wireless 


packet data networks such as 
ARDIS and CDPD. Version 3.0 also 
provides support for sending and 
receiving attachments with file con¬ 
versions, downloading Address 
Book entries from the Corporate 
Mailing System, and selectively 
downloading mail. 

Using Mail on the Run to access 
your corporate email servers (or 
your home computer) requires that 
you set up a Windows 95 or 
Windows NT 4.0 machine to run the 
Mail on the Run! "agent" software. 
That machine sits there listening for 
requests from clients (i.e., an indi¬ 
vidual users phoning in check their 
email). When a request comes in the 
agent checks the users I.D. and 
password, and then lets them access 
their email. One Mail on the Run 
agent machine can handle 100 users 
(desktops, notebooks, or H/PCs) 
accessing the same, or different 


servers in the company. 

The installation of the H/PC 
client software and the desktop 
agent software was a breeze, We 
didn't need to read the documenta¬ 
tion or access the online help to 
install the software. But once we did 
read the documentation, we were 
impressed by some of the options. 

For example, you may want to 
email a colleague a memo formatted 
as a Pocket Word document. The 
problem is that the recipient may 
not have the necessary translator 
software on his or her PC to be able 
to view the document. When you 
send the message via Mail on the 
Run, the agent machine on your 
network can be configured to con¬ 
vert the Pocket Word document to a 
regular format and then send it on 
to its destination. 

The configuration of the Mail on 
the Run client is done on the H/PC 
inside Inbox. If you only want to 
receive certain messages on your 
H/PC (i.e., from your secretary, or 
with the subject "TOP SECRET") 
you can configure Mail on the Run 
to forward only those messages to 
your H/PC. 

Mail on the Run! offers corpora¬ 
tions an easy solution to getting 
mobile professional access to their 
email. It is available in a trial ver¬ 
sion, downloadable from 
www.riverrun.com. It offers support 
for MS Mail, MS Exchange, Lotus 
Notes Mail and Lotus CCiMail all in 
the one product. River Run 
Software is working on adding sup¬ 
port for Novell Products, due late 
December.

T he Montana is a V.34 33.6 Kbps 
data/14.4 Class I fax modem 
that slips into the PC Card slot that 
most H/PCs come with. This 
modem comes with a dual RJ-11 
connector, software for Windows 
3.1/95, and documentation. Power 
draw is 200mA when active, 60mA 
when sleeping. Motorola backs the 
Montana with a 5-year limited war¬ 
ranty. It is cellular capable, and con¬ 
nector cables for Motorola, Pioneer 
and JVC cellular phones can be pur¬ 
chased separately. 

Plug it in and it works! 

I purchased the Montana with 
my HP 320LX Palmtop PC from a 
popular direct marketing company 
I also purchased the adapter cable 
to use with my Motorola Micro-Tac 
cellular phone. (NOTE: cell phones 
must be "data ready" to work!) 
When I received everything, I 
inserted the Montana and set up the 
Windows CE communications soft¬ 
ware as suggested in the several 
FAQ files I found on the 
CompuServe Palmtop forum. The 
H/PC immediately recognized the 
Montana, and the Dial-up- 
Networking software allowed me to 
log on to the Internet through both 
my local ISP and CompuServe (CSi). 
(Note: The following FAQ files are 
found in Library 7 of CompuServe's 
Palmtop forum: 

• FAQ_CIS.TXT - notes on how to 
connect to CSi using H/PC & 
Windows CE. 

• GOCIS.TXT and GOCIS2.TXT - 


notes on connecting & using CSi 
as a BBS and a PPP ISP. These last 
two files are also useful for gener¬ 
al procedures to connect to any 
ISP/BBS. 

You can also check out 
MODEMS.XLS, a list of Microsoft 
approved Windows CE Modems.) 

Battery Warning: I also tried to 
send and receive faxes using the b- 
Fax software included with the HP 
320LX, and that also worked flaw¬ 
lessly. One note: I forgot to use the 
AC adapter at one point, and 
drained a new set of batteries in 10 
minutes. It pays to heed the warn¬ 
ing that many give about always 
using the AC adapter while using 
modems. 

Making cellular communications work 

Having been successful to that 
point, 1 boldly set forth into the 
untamed world of handheld/cellu¬ 
lar communications — it was at this 
point that I ran into a little trouble. 1 
plugged the adapter cable into the 
cell phone and could not turn on the 
phone. The cellular phone company 
I subscribe to couldn't help me, nor 
could the reseller of the equipment. 
In fact, the reseller's technical sup¬ 
port person declared that it wasn't 
possible to connect the H/PC to the 
cell phone. Once I got through to 
Motorola PC Card tech support, I 
quickly found out that I had the 
wrong cable (it was for the Montana 
28.8 modem). When I received the 
correct cable, I tried it and it 
worked! Again, the FAQ files 
proved indispensable in working 
through the software setup and con¬ 
nection method with the cell phone. 
Among the most important setup 
notes was that 9600 was the best 
speed you can expect from a cellular 
connection (don't plan to surf the 
net much). Also worth noting is that 
if you try to use the *DATA phone 
number prefix in a rural area that 
does not have a cellular data bank, 
your connection attempt will fail. 
Overall, I like the Montana

modem; setup was painless, and if I 
had had a chance to read the 
instructions beforehand, I might 
have caught that the cellular cable 
was the wrong one. I highly recom¬ 
mend consulting the documentation 
or Motorola tech support prior to 
purchasing a cellular cable, to 
insure getting the correct one. Don't 
plan on using the modem on batter¬ 
ies, and be wary of leaving the 
modem in when not in use, as it will 
accelerate battery depletion. I also 
highly recommend users to check 
out the resources available in news- 
groups or forums such as the 
Palmtop forum on CompuServe to 
gain invaluable information on 
setup and use of modems like the 
Montana. 

The basic terminal window sign- 
on can be daunting to some, partic¬ 
ularly trying to use services such as 
CompuServe. Hopefully, as newer 
versions of software become avail¬ 
able with scripting, it will make uti¬ 
lizing this hardware easier. 

Montana 33.6 PC Card Modem/

Supports landline and cellular communications. 
With cellular communications, make sure cell 
phones are "data ready" and make sure you use 
the correct cable to connect the modem to the 
cell phone.

Pocket 
Carbon Copy

J ust a few weeks ago, Microcom 
announced the release of Pocket 
Carbon Copy, the Windows CE ver¬ 
sion of their desktop PC remote 
control software. Earlier this year I 
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had the pleasure of reviewing 
Symantec's pcANYWHERE CE 
remote control software for the ini¬ 
tial issue of Handheld PC Magazine 
(see Vol.l, No.O, Pg.33) and now I 
get to review Carbon Copy. I am 
amazed at how two companies can 
come up with products that essen¬ 
tially do the same thing, but imple¬ 
ment them so differently and equal¬ 
ly well. 

Pocket Carbon Copy enables a 
Windows CE handheld PC to fully 
control a PC running Windows 95 
or Windows NT. Carbon Copy can 
connect to the desktop PC using 
either the TAPI or TCP/IP commu¬ 
nication protocols, making it possi¬ 
ble to control your desktop via seri¬ 
al cable connection or over phone 
lines using modems. 

If the desktop PC has an IRDA 
(infrared) port. Carbon Copy can 
also connect using its own IRDA 
port. Wireless remote control of a 
PC (within 3 to 5 feet) is a kick! This 
was the primary method 1 used to 
take Pocket Carbon Copy through 
its paces. (Carbon Copy and 
pcANYWHERE CE are different 
than the Remote Control utility that 
comes with Microsoft's PowerToys. 
The PowerToys utility lets the desk¬ 
top PC control the handheld PC. 
(See review on page 69). 

Remote control through Pocket 
Carbon Copy was a breeze. I had no 
problem accessing the desktop ver¬ 
sion of Word to work on this review, 
print it out, and save it to my desk¬ 
top's Zip drive. I also brought up 
Visual C++ and accessed some of its 
CD help system. I ran the DOS box 
on my desktop PC and ran MSD 
(Microsoft Diagnostics). Finally, I 
played a couple of games. 1 had no 
problems running any of these pro¬ 
grams remotely from my H/PC. 
Anything you can do on your PC 
you can do remotely from your 
H/PC, even other communications 
work if you've got other available 
devices for connections. The only 
thing that can hold you back is com¬ 


munications speed. With most 
games you'll want 14.4kbps connec¬ 
tion as a minimum (I tested some 
chess games that work fine at that 
9.6kbs). 

Big screen/little screen 

Displaying a desktop PC screen 
on a handheld PC requires a little 
squeezing. To maximize the amount 
of H/PC screen available to display 
the desktop PC's screen, I turned off 
my H/PC's Scroll Bars, Local Menu 
Bar and even the Local Task Bar. 
Even with this, the entire desktop 
screen is not displayed on the H/PC 
screen. To move around on the dis¬ 
play 1 used a Carbon Copy feature 
whereby I could hold down the Ctrl 
key and drag the screen around 
with the stylus. Carbon Copy's 
zoom feature was helpful, letting let 
me see the whole screen. Carbon 
Copy does not let you work in 
zoomed mode, pcANYWHERE CE 
does. 

Pocket Carbon Copy and 
pcANYWHERE both have effective 
remote control navigation devices, 
although Pocket Carbon Copy 
allows more display space by letting 
you turn off the Local Task Bar. Both 
let you transfers text between clip¬ 
boards on either device, and pro¬ 
vide "chat" windows that allow 
communication between the users 
of the H/PC anci desktop PC linked 
together. One similarity I wish they 
didn't share is that they both lack 
the ability to transfer files back and 
forth between the desktop PC and 
the H/PC. 

Both Microcom's Pocket Carbon 
Copy and Symantec's pcANY¬ 
WHERE offer complete and satisfy¬ 
ing remote control from a Windows 
CE device. As mentioned. Carbon 
Copy lets you turn off the H/PC's 
Local Task Bar, providing more dis¬ 
play space. In addition. Pocket 
Carbon Copy supports infrared con¬ 
nection. Pocket Carbon Copy comes 
with the desktop version, which 
must be running on the desktop in 


order to connect and remotely con¬ 
trol the desktop via H/PC.

ACT! CE

W indowsCE comes with a set 
of Personal Information 
Manager - (commonly referred to as 
PIM) applications, including 
Calendar, Contacts and Tasks. For 
many users, these programs offer 
enough versatility to handle all their 
organizational needs. However, for 
people who's jobs revolve around 
the contacts they make, a more inte- 
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grated solution is required. These 
people need a "contact manager." 

In a contact manager, all ap¬ 
pointments and to-do items are 
associated with people in your 
address/phonebook. A contact 
manager also keeps a history of 
calls, meeting and tasks associated 
with each contact. 

ACT! from Symantec is one of 
the most popular contact manager 
programs ever. If you use ACT! For 
Windows Version 3.0, on your desk¬ 
top, then ACT! CE should look very 
familiar. In fact I was impressed 
with how many of the desktop ver¬ 
sion's features were incorporated in 
the H/PC version. It was remark¬ 
able, especially considering the fact 
that ACT! 3.0 for Windows needs 
over 20MB of hard disk space on 
your desktop. 

ACT! CE has a rich assortment of 
data entry screens and uses a vari¬ 
ety of user interface techniques to 
switch between them. For example, 
there are four tabs at the left of the 
screen to select the type information 
about the contact that is to appear 
on the screen. An icon identifies 
each of the tabs. A "Rolodex" card 
indicates the contact's address and 
phone information (screen below). 
A clipboard with a check mark on it 
pulls up the activities (calls, meet¬ 
ings and tasks) scheduled with the 
contact. An icon of a slip of notepa- 
per identifies the history screen 
with records of all appointments, 
calls and tasks associated with the 
contact, as well as a place to add 
notes such as records of telephone 
conversations. Finally, a couple of 
faces are displayed on the tab, 
which lists the groups with which 
the contact is associated. 

In addition to the icon tabs, 
there's a dropdown list to select the 
screen layout you wish to view. A 
basic contact layout includes busi¬ 
ness address and phone informa¬ 
tion. A separate phone layout shows 
all phone and fax numbers, includ¬ 
ing phone mobile and pager num¬ 


bers, for the contact. There's a view 
for user definable fields. There are 
ten fields on this screen labeled 
Userl through UserlO by default. 
However, you can rename these 
fields to indicate the type of infor¬ 
mation you are storing in them. 
ACT! CE also uses the WindowsCE 
tool bar for traditional menus and 
icon buttons to schedule activities 
and perform other functions. 



The first tab of ACT! CE’s contact information 
displays the name\ address, phone numbers, 
fax number and email address of the contact. 
Other tabs to the left let you access additional 
information. 

This overloaded interface can be 
difficult to get used to, but given the 
large amount of information stored 
in ACT!, I certainly don't claim to 
have a better idea of how to arrange 
the data. However, I do feel that 
ACT! CE is too dependent on the 
use of the pen for selections. There 
are many basic functions in ACT! 
CE that you cannot access using the 
keyboard. For example, to schedule 
an activity, it is possible to bring up 
the dialog box using keystrokes 
such as CTRL-M for a meeting. 
However, once there, fields such as 
the date or time can only be 
changed using the pen. For anyone 
who schedules his or her own 
appointments while away from the 
office, this can be slow and tedious. 

On the positive side, ACT! CE 
has all the information you find in 
the desktop program. It integrates 
and synchronizes with the desktop 
version, making it an excellent 
portable companion, allowing many 
sales and support professionals to 
leave their laptops at home.

Pocket On 
Schedule

ike ACTJ/CE, Pocket On 
Schedule is a contact manager 
that closely mirrors its desktop sib¬ 
ling. However, that's where the sim¬ 
ilarities seem to end. At press time. 
Version 2.0 was still in beta testing, 
so some features, such as the daily 
view of the calendar, were not avail¬ 
able for review. However, what was 
there, was more than impressive. 

One important feature is that On 
Schedule keeps its data in the inter¬ 
nal database used for the Windows 
CE PIMs. This means that an 
appointment or contact you input in 
On Schedule also appears when you 
use the built-in Calendar, Task and 
Contact applications. 

Pocket On Schedule can display 
appointments in a monthly as well 
as daily and weekly view. This is a 
feature that very few scheduling 
programs for handheld computers 
seem to provide. 

Another way that Pocket On 
Schedule greatly enhances the 
usability of the H/PC is that the 
user can create their own cus¬ 
tomized list views. In each view, 
you can select the font sizes as well 
as the fields to appear on the dis¬ 
play. This means that you can create 
a view with only the contact's name 
and phone number in a font large 
enough to see in poor light. 
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Pocket On Schedule can display a month-at-a- 
glance view of your schedule, with small box 
displaying the details of the selected days 
appointments and events. 

When viewing the contact list, 
you can sort on any field, simply by 
pressing the field header with the 
pen. Pressing it a second time, will 
toggle between ascending and 
descending order. Unlike ACTI/CE 
which requires you to use the pen 
for many basic functions, even this 
feature has a keyboard equivalent 
command. 
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The contact list view lets you sort on any field by 
pressing on the field header with a pen. The 
above list is sorted by Last Name. Taping on the 
header a second time toggles between ascend¬ 
ing and descenting order. 

A heavy emphasis has been 
placed on linking almost any H/PC 
activity with contacts within Pocket 
On Schedule. In addition to linking 
appointments, tasks and phone 
calls. On Schedule can launch 
PocketWord and include a template 
for writing letters, or faxes. You can 
also associate any file on your 
H/PC with a contact. For example, 
a project cost analysis spreadsheet 
can be linked to one or more con¬ 
tacts associated with the project. 

You can also select multiple con¬ 
tacts and create a broadcast e-mail 
message to all of them. Then you 
can send the e-mail either directly 
from the palmtop, or transfer it to 
the desktop outbox the next time 


you synchronize your H/PC. 

Some features of On Schedule 
are designed to be used when your 
H/PC is connected to the Internet. 
When online, you highlight a con¬ 
tact and link directly to their web 
site, send them e-mail or even auto¬ 
matically locate their address on an 
online mapping web site. On 
Schedule launches the Internet 
Explorer with all the address infor¬ 
mation and the sends it to a web site 
that locates addresses on a scaleable 
map of the USA. As wireless tech¬ 
nologies become more prevalent, 
these hooks to the Internet should 
make Pocket On Schedule immense¬ 
ly popular. 

Even without the online features. 
On Schedule has may usability fea¬ 
tures. A telephone tone dialer is 
built-in that uses the H/PC's inter¬ 
nal speaker, and the location infor¬ 
mation so that it automatically adds 
the city/area and country codes 
when necessary. A future enhance¬ 
ment to Pocket On Schedule will be 
a file cabinet that allows customized 
databases to be used with the On 
Schedule interface. 

From an uninspiring beginning 
in Version 1.0 of Pocket On 
Schedule, Version 2.0 has suddenly 
become one of the most impressive 
programs available for WindowsCE.

AllPen Mobile 
Forms Database

//T A There is the database appli- 
V V cation?" This was one of 
the first questions on the lips of 
many new owners of a handheld 
PC. True, there are the Contact, 
Task, and Calendar databases in 
Windows CE. But a simple, cus¬ 
tomizable database application is 
missing. One of the advantages of 
an open, well-supported operating 
system is that even if it's missing 
something, it may not be missing it 
for long. Third-party developers fill 
the gaps almost as fast as they are 
discovered. This is certainly the case 
with the missing database applica¬ 
tion. AllPen Software plugged the 
hole almost immediately with the 
AllPen Mobile Forms Database 
(AMFD). 
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AMFD’s Edit Field screen, like its Define Field 
screen, lets you add data fields to your data¬ 
base. Use this screen to select the type of field, 
name it, edit an existing field, or remove a field. 
If you remove a field, all data in that field in all 
records will be lost. 

AMFD is a flat-file database that 
allows you to create, utilize, and 
modify a database right on your 
H/PC. The steps are easy to follow 
as AMFD leads you through the cre¬ 
ation of the database, from naming 
the file to creating the names and 
types of fields. Fields can be defined 
to contain text, longer notes, num¬ 
bers, and dates. Radio buttons can 
be defined to set up an "either-or" 
entry. (In the inventory database 
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example below, they have defined 
the building location of the item 
with radio buttons — one for 
"Building 1" and one for "Building 
2.") You can also define pop-up lists 
in your database to list multiple 
alternatives. Number fields can also 
have either a default value or a deci¬ 
mal, percent or dollar format. 

The AMFD approach of utilizing 
a form style for data entry makes 
this application exceptionally good 
for collecting field data that later 
can be transferred to a PC for fur¬ 
ther utilization. Data entry movies 
from field to field (i.e., key in the 
data and hit Enter to go to the next 
field). The sequence of these fields 
can be modified after the database 
has been designed by going to the 
Field Definitions screen from the 
edit menu. 



The data entry screen of a sample inventory 
database. The Serial # field is a text field, 
Department: is a puii-down fist, Location: uses 
radio buttons, Approved/Inspected is a simple 
check box and Description: is a Notes field that 
can contain larger amounts of text AMFD only 
allows one Notes field per database. 

AllPen Mobile Forms Database 
also allows you to select up to four 
fields for sorting purposes in the list 
view (not shown). Each of these 
fields can be set up for either 
ascending or descending order, giv¬ 
ing the user a lot of flexibility in 
how he or she view data. 

After the user defines a database, 
the fields are displayed in a stan¬ 
dard layout on the screen. The 
length and placement of the fields 
cannot be modified by the user to 
make the screen more aesthetically 
pleasing. 

Nor can the user change the dis¬ 
play to pack more data fields in one 
screen. This will be a drawback for 


some used to the more sophisticated 
database engines on some other 
palmtops and PDAs. 

All in all, AMFD is a decent first 
attempt at adding a user-config¬ 
urable database to Windows CE 
units. It fills a void and provides 
H/PC users with the opportunity to 
track data on their units, along with 
importing and exporting basic data. 
As the Windows CE 2.0 upgrade is 
made available, database applica¬ 
tions will hopefully become more 
powerful and plentiful.

HPC Notes

As a long-time user of palmtops 
and PDAs, I looked forward to get¬ 
ting my first handheld PC. As I 
walked out of our local computer 
superstore with my new Hewlett 
Packard 320LX I was relieved. I 
finally had the unit I had been look¬ 
ing for: small, having the look and 
feel of Windows 95, and possessing 
fantastic communications capabili¬ 
ties. 1 turned it on and panicked — 
there was no NoteTaker. 


My previous palmtop, and HP 
200LX, had a nifty little three-field 
database called NoteTaker. I'm a 
bishop in the Charismatic Episcopal 
Church and I used NoteTaker to 
track work I had to do, work 1 
assigned to others, research, and 
many other things. NoteTaker was 
one of the handiest applications on 
the 200LX and I missed not having 
it on the H/PC. 

In my search for a worthy substi¬ 
tute, I came upon HPC Notes by 
Cognitive Technologies Corp. HPC 
Notes is a simple and straightfor¬ 
ward note-taking program that lets 
you store text information and orga¬ 
nize it according to the date and 
time the note was entered or modi¬ 
fied, the note type, and subject mat¬ 
ter. Each note is entered on a stan¬ 
dard template that automatically 
formats the date and time and 
allows input for the type of note 
and subject matter of the note. 

The "type" field lets you catego¬ 
rize your notes. You create your own 
note types, depending on how you 
want to organize the notes. For 
example, if you were a chef and useci 
HPC Notes to keep track of recipes, 
you might use the Type field to indi¬ 
cate the meal the recipe is good for 
(breakfast, lunch, dinner) or ethnici¬ 
ty of the recipe (French, Spanish, 
Creole, etc.). Once you enter a type, 
you never have to enter it again. You 
can select it from a drop-down menu 
on subsequent notes. 



The HPC Notes main screen lets you enter the 
data/time the note was entered, the type of note 
you are entering, the Subject of the note, and 
the note itself. 

The subject field is a simple text 
field that lets you enter a brief sum¬ 
mary of the note. This becomes 
handy when you look a your Notes 
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file in list view, shown below. 

You can use the pull-down 
menus, the menu bar icons, or 
shortcut keys to add a new note or 
edit an existing one. When you add 
a new note, the cursor appears in 
the notes box, then tabs to the sub¬ 
ject, type, date and time. I'm used to 
focusing first on the note type, then 
subject, and finally the note itself. It 
would be nice to be able to change 
this order, but I found no option to 
do so. 



HPC Notes list view lets you look at a list of the 
notes you’ve entered, organized by date creat¬ 
ed, date modified and note type. The Subject 
field lets you display a brief summary of the 
content of the note. 

You can sort the HPC Notes list 
view by creation and modification 
dates, note type and subject. Simply 
click on the appropriate column 
header. One nice feature of HPC 
Notes is that it lets you email a note 
from the program. After entering 
your note, you activate the mail icon 
(or the Send option in the File 
menu) and enter an e-mail address. 
HPC Notes interfaces with your 
Contacts database to let you pick an 
email address instead of having to 
type it in. The note is placed in the 
mail client outbox and will be sent 
the next time you go on-line. 

I initially tested HPC Notes ver¬ 
sion 1.1. It used a small, hard-to- 
read font that could not be changed. 
Fortunately, the latest version (1.3) 
has rectified that problem. 
Additional features such as a choice 
of ascending of descending sorts, 
options on fields visible for sorting, 
etc. are quite nice. Other features 
that version 1.3 adds include: 

• Ascending and descending sort 

order by type, subject, creation 


• Quick search edit box in the 
main toolbar ( press Ctrl+Q). 

• Font dialog box to change the 
default font for the note editor 
and note list view. 

• Option to hide or show default 
types in the type list. 

• Option to select which fields to 
display in the note list view. 

• Option to hide or show note's 
creation or modification time 
along with a date. 

• Date range filter to display 
notes created or modified in the 
specified date range. 

• Saves all settings including col¬ 
umn width and selected font in 
the list view. 

• New help topics. 

HPC Notes lets you export and 
import your notes as text files or 
transfer data to and from other 
applications using the H/PC's copy 
and paste feature. It also provides 
password protection to keep your 
notes private. 

HPC Notes is designed to use 
only one data file. Many users of 
other databases use multiple data 
files to keep the size of each file 
down and access to the data quick¬ 
er. I think that Notes limits its flexi¬ 
bility by only allowing access to one 
data file. Other than that, I think 
that CTI has done a good job of 
developing and improving a very 
useful piece of software.

SPRYNET: ISP 
for Handheld PCs

C onfiguring your H/PC to con¬ 
nect to your local Internet 
Service Provider (ISP) is not all that 
easy. I published a set of instruc¬ 
tions on how to do it in the first 
issue of Handheld PC Magazine 
(Fall 1997, page 59). The process is 
reviewed in the Windows CE manu¬ 
al. Still, H/PC users have difficulty 
doing it. Well, the process just 
became easier with an ISP named 
SPRYNET. 

SPRYNET is the first Internet 
Service Provider (ISP) to deliver a 
complete Internet connectivity and 
a suite of software for Windows CE 
complete with a Control Panel 
application to configure the H/PC 
for SPRYNET. You use Pocket 
Internet Explorer to browse the 
web. Getting set up for SPRYNET 
requires that you set up your desk¬ 
top PC to run SPRYNET (the instal¬ 
lation software walks you through 
this process). You can then down¬ 
load the SPRYNET Windows CE 
software from their web site and 
install it on your H/PC. 

Software installation is relatively 
easy. Connect your H/PC to your 
Windows 95 desktop PC and run 
SPRYHPC.EXE. Click on the desk¬ 
top's Start button, select the 
Programs option, select SPRYNET 
and then "Transfer SPRYNET 
Control Panel Applet to HPC." It 
automatically detects the connectiv¬ 
ity settings from the desktop ver¬ 
sion of SPRYNET (phone number, 
user id, password, etc.) and trans¬ 
fers it to your H/PC along with the 
Windows CE version of the 
SPRYNET software. If your H/PC 
does not have Microsoft Pocket 
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Internet Explorer installed, the 
SPRYNET installation process auto¬ 
matically installs it. At the end of 
installation you need to reset your 
H/PC. A nice help screen pops up 
on your desktop PC congratulating 
you for completing the installation 
and giving you some additional 
information. Take the time to read 
this help file. 

Connecting to SPRYNET 

You first need to physically con¬ 
nect your H/PC to a phone line via 
an external modem, a PC card 
modem or a wireless modem. 
Philips Velo users have a built-in 
modem and some of the newer 
Windows CE 2.0 H/PCs may have 
this as an option. Internal and PC 
Card modems draw their power 
from the H/PC. It is recommended 
you connect to AC adapter while on 
line.

The SPRYNET Properties screen is accessed 
from your H/PC’s Control Panel, it helps you 
find your nearest phone number and connect to 
SPRYNET 

After physically connecting, go 
to your H/PC's Control Panel and 
select the SPRYNET option. You get 
the SPRYNET Properties screen, 
shown below. 

The installation process should 
have already transferred the appro¬ 
priate settings from your desktop 
version of SPRYNET. If you need to 
modify the modem configuration, 
tap on the Modem tab in the 
SPRYNET Control Panel application 
(shown above). If you're on the 
road, in a different city, press the 
Locate button to find the SPRYNET 
access number nearest you. 



Press the Locate button, enter the area code 
and phone number you will be dialing out on 
and SPY NET finds the nearest toll-free 
SPRYNET access phone number in the U.S. 
and Canada. 

After you are connected to 
SPRYNET, you're ready to open 
Pocket Internet Explorer, send and 
receive email, or browse the 
Internet. Pocket Internet Explorer 
opens on the SPRYNET Windows 
CE home page, which links you to 
special SPRYNET and Microsoft 
H/PC sites. 

I had a couple of questions and 
thought I'd ring up the SPRYNET 
technical support department. Not 
only had they heard of Windows 
CE, they were knowledgeable about 
configuring and using it. SPRYNET 
won the 1996 PC Magazine Editors' 
Choice Award for the best national 
Internet service provider. My expe¬ 
rience with their software and tech¬ 
nical support department supports 
that opinion. As far as I'm con¬ 
cerned, SPRYNET for Windows CE 
takes H/PC Internet support to a 
new, higher level — one that all 
other ISPs should try and achieve.

Inscribe 1.1 

By Bil. Alvernaz 

L ooking for an alternative to key¬ 
board entry? InScribe, from 
Ilium Software, provides a unique 
and innovative approach to text 
entry on the H/PC that's easy to 
learn and in my experience, faster 
than the keyboard entry. 

InScribe is not a handwriting 
recognition program. You don't 
have to train yourself to write in a 
new way or make corrections when 
the program doesn't recognize your 
handwriting. InScribe displays an 
alphanumeric keypad on your 
screen, as shown below. 

The ingenious part of InScribe is 
that you don't tap to enter charac¬ 
ters, you use touch and drag 
motions to enter words, numbers 
and letters. For example, let's say I 
wanted to enter the word "test." I'd 
first put the stylus on the letter "T," 
then drag it to "E", then to "S", and 
finally back to the "T." When 1 lift 
the stylus off the display, InScribe 
automatically adds a space after the 
word. The program is set up so that 
it doesn't record a character as long 
as the stylus is moving. Stop or 
change directions to enter a charac¬ 
ter. If you want two of the same let¬ 
ter (i.e., "tt" in "letters") just move 
the stylus to the letter, stop, move 
the stylus ever so slightly, and then 
continue on. You learn very quickly 
how to move the stylus without 
entering spurious characters. 

Entering text this way is a natur¬ 
al movement, much like the way 
you move your hand when you 
write or draw. After just a little bit 
of time working with InScribe you'll 
be pleasantly surprised to see how 
fast you can "write." 

In testing this program I found 
that I could input information with 
InScribe faster than I could write. 
One of the things that made it so 
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fast was that InScribe's character 
display could be arranged any way 
I wanted to. I found that setting it 
up like a QWERTY keyboard made 
entry easier and faster because that 
was familiar to me. You can also 
add in just about any character to 
the display, including international 
characters and symbols. 



Inscribe lets you enter characters by taping on 
an on-screen keypad with your stylus. You 
touch the first character and drag the stylus 
point to subsequent characters without lifting 
the stylus point. 

The only complaint 1 have is that 
InScribe runs independent of other 
H/PC applications. In other words, 
you can't call it up when working 
work on a Pocket Word document 
or an Excel spreadsheet. I use it for 
note taking and jotting down ideas. 
I can then save notes to a file and 
open that up in Word if I want to 
continue to work on it. 

Set up is a breeze. The built-in 
help is right there whenever you 
need it (although you probably 
won't need it much). Help offers 
great explanations, including tips 
and pointers for getting the most 
out of using the program. 

This unique program is available 
for you to "try before you buy" by 
downloading the shareware version 
from Ilium's web site. The share¬ 
ware version is the fully functional 
program. However, it will only 
work for 30 days from the date you 
install it. That should be more than 
enough time for you to see whether 
or not this alternative to keyboard 
entry is for you. Like all of Ilium 
Software's CE programs, InScribe 
doesn't take up much memory (49K 
on SH3-based HPCs, 56K on MIPS). 

InScribe is definitely worth look¬ 
ing at, but don't judge the program 



after just five minutes use. You need 
to work with it for awhile to get the 
feel of it. You'll be pleasantly sur¬ 
prised at how quickly you come up 
to speed and how fast you can enter 
text. InScribe provides a fast, accu¬ 
rate, and, best of all, intuitive way 
to "write" on the Handheld PC. 
Taking notes, writing drafts, or 
recording ideas can now all be done 
without the keyboarci. It's just too 
bad this doesn't pop up on top of 
other applications (like Pocket 
Word). 

Inscribe: A unique, clever alternative to 
using the keyboard — a fresh approach to enter¬ 
ing data that is faster than writing and, once 
you get the hang of it, faster than typing on a 
small keyboard.

bPRINT

W hen I got my Velo 1 H/PC I 
discovered that I couldn't 
print from it. This is true of all of the 
first batch of H/PCs, except the HP 
320LX which lets you print from 
Pocket Word. Microsoft's idea is 
that these are "companion" 
machines and you'll do all your 
printing from your desktop. 
Unfortunately, I do a lot of work on 
the H/PC and needed to print out 
files directly. (Note: Windows CE 
2.0 supports printing from the 
H/PC. Please see the review start¬ 
ing on page 6.) 

One way I got around this limi¬ 
tation was to send documents to a 
fax machine using a program called 
bFAX. But 1 had ask people for fax 
numbers and they would invariably 
ask me why I thought the H/PC 
was so great if it couldn't even print 


bPRINT to the rescue 

Fortunately, I discovered a utility 
program from bsquare development 
called bPRINT that lets you print 
directly to a printer from your 
H/PC. You'll need to connect your 
H/PC to a printer using the serial 
cable that came with the H/PC. It's 
a simple matter connecting to a 
printer with a serial port. If your 
printer only has a parallel port, 
you'll have to get a serial-to-parallel 
adapter to connect to the printer 
(bsquare recommends the Green¬ 
wich GA-935 serial-to-parallel 
adapter, which retails for $59. See 
page 31 for Greenwich contact 
informaiton and descriptions of 
other serial-to-parallel adapters that 
have been tested with the H/PC, 
but not bPRINT).

This shows the HPC display of a document 
formatted in Pocket Word, prior to printed via 
bPRINT. 

I tested bPRINT on a Philips 
Velo 1 and a Hewlett-Packard 
320LX Palmtop PC. I printed to an 
HP Deskjet 340C printer fitted with 
an optional infrared adapter sold by 
HP for the Deskjet (HP part # C- 
3277A, price U.S. $49, through your 
local HP dealer). All my printing 
tests were done through this 
infrared connection. 

bPRINT will let you print to any 
PCL-4 compatible printer (most 
are). You can print text files, .2bp 
bitmap files, and Pocket Word files. 
The formatting of the Pocket Word 
files (bolding, underlines, italics, 
fonts and fonts sizes, etc.) comes 
through. Interestingly, the Pocket 
Word document formatting did not 
come through when 1 printed from 
the 320LX without bPRINT, but it 
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did come through when I printed 
from the 320LX using bPRINT. 

bPRINT lets you preview and 
format pages before printing. 
bPRINT comes bundled with bFAX, 
a program that lets you send and 
receive faxes from the H/PC. 
bPRINT also lets you print bFAX 
documents. 

If you need to print from a 
Windows CE H/PC, you can 
upgrade to Windows CE 2.0 or 
check out bPRINT. My tests were 
with the Deskjet 340C. I know there 
are smaller printers available. If 
they are PCL-4 compatible, they 
should work with bPRINT.

Doc Safe 

By Rick Gems 

I administer the PC network at my 
office and have to occasionally 
access different workstations. In my 
pocket is my Velo H/PC, with a list 
of each workstation's password. 
When I travel, rather than taking all 
of my credit cards, frequent flyer 
numbers, etc., I simply refer to a 
Pocket Worci document containing 
this information. It's very conve¬ 
nient to be able to quickly access 
important information, but I've 
always worried about security — 
what would happen if my H/PC 
fell into the wrong hands! 

The Windows CE software 
comes with global password protec¬ 
tion, which requires entering a pass¬ 
word each time the H/PC is turned 
on. Most of the data on my H/PC is 
not sensitive enough to require 
password protection, but if I use the 
built-in feature, I have to enter a 


password to check an appointment 
or look up a contact. This is a pain. 

Individual document 
password protection 

Fortunately, I've discovered a 
new software product that lets me 
enable password protection for the 
documents I select, leaving my 
H/PC free to access less sensitive 
information without having to enter 
a password. That product is Doc 
Safe, from Intelliant. Doc Safe is an 
easy-to-load and easy-to-use pro¬ 
gram that allows me to choose a 
password and then select docu¬ 
ments for protection. 

When you install Doc Safe a 
numeric keypad appears on the 
screen and asks you to "enter your 
key." Use your stylus to tap in your 
numeric password. Make it some¬ 
thing you'll remember, but don't 
make it obvious, like "1,2,3,4" or 
"0,0,0,0." You might want to write it 
down somewhere. This password 
lets you open the Doc Safe applica¬ 
tion, from which you can open pro¬ 
tected files. 



Tap on the Doc Safe icon and key in your 
numeric password. Then double-click on a 
locked document in the left-hand portion of the 
screen and it opens in the appropriate applica¬ 
tion 

To add a document to the protect¬ 
ed list you simply tap the "add file" 
button (a page with a plus in it) on 
the Doc Safe tool bar. This opens up 
Explorer and lets you select a file or 
files to be protected. To remove a 
document from the protected list, tap 
once on the document to be removed 
and then tap the Remove File icon 
(page with a minus in it) on the Doc 
Safe tool bar. You are asked to con¬ 
firm that you wish to remove the 
password protection from the file. 


When I need to bring up a pass- 
word-protected document, I simply 
click on the Doc Safe icon on my 
Velo desktop. A screen with a 
numeric keypad pops up, allowing 
me to key in my numeric password. 
(I use a four-character password.) 

I key in the password and hit 
OK. Another screen pops up, listing 
my password protected documents. 

I double tap on the desired docu¬ 
ment and it opens up in the pro¬ 
gram with which it is associated. 
Once open, the document is listed in 
Doc Safe's "unprotected" list. When 
you close a protected file, the name 
moves from the unprotected list 
back to the side of the display show¬ 
ing the protected documents. 

I've used Doc Safe for about 
three months now and it has 
worked flawlessly. I picked a pass¬ 
word that I can easily remember, 
but obscure enough so that it's not 
easy to guess. (No, it is not my old¬ 
est child's first name.) 

When I received Doc Safe, I 
received an unexpected bonus. 
Included, at no extra charge, is a 
desktop version of the program. 
While I don't have to worry about 
leaving my desktop computer at a 
restaurant, I do have some sensitive 
documents on it, which I previously 
tried to hide with bogus names. 
Now, I use Doc Safe to protect my 
income tax returns and financial 
statements, and simply use my 
password to unlock them when the 
need arises. This too, has worked 
without problem or hesitation. 

I've added about a half dozen 
programs to my H/PC, and find 
that Intelliant's Doc Safe is the sim¬ 
plest to use and by far, the most use¬ 
ful. Certainly worth the $30 price 
for peace of mind.

PhoneTone 2.0

T his is a handy program that 
dials phone numbers for you. 
All you do is make sure the 
Windows CE unit's speaker is next 
to the telephone mouthpiece and 
PhoneTone generates "touch tone" 
sounds. Not only that, PhoneTone is 
smart enough to also be able 
"punch in" telephone access codes, 
calling card numbers, and even 
phonemail passwords. 

Setting up PhoneTone is fast and 
easy. Once you click on the install 
file, the program takes care of the 
rest for you. You'll want to be sure 
you are already connected to the 
Windows CE unit when you run 
setup, because that just makes 
things go more smoothly (faster, 
too). You're ready to go in less than 
five minutes and the trouble-free 
setup is a nice prelude to how intu¬ 
itive the program is to use. Figure 
#1 below shows the basic screen 
you work from with PhoneTone. 
This program is not hard to use and 
things are quite easy to figure out. 

You might not realize you need 
PhoneTone until you use it a few 
times. That's then you see how 


much time it saves you. And, while 
you can manually enter phone 
numbers with an easy to use, 
onscreen keypad, one of the best 
features of PhoneTone is that it can 
search your Contacts database for 
any number. No need to worry 
about redialing either, because 
PhoneTone can take care of that for 
you. 

PhoneTone's built-in help feature 
walks you though anything you 
might need, but the program is so 
easy you probably won't use help 
much. Help lets you access a special 
file that lists the time zone of any 
North American area code. And you 
can download additional help files 
from the Ilium Software web site 
that provicie every zip code in the 
United States. 
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PhoneTone’s main screen lets you select the 
number to be dialed from your HPC’s Contacts, 
or enter it manually 


If PhoneTone sounds too good to 
be true, you can try it before you 
buy it. Download the shareware 
version from Ilium's web site (see 
below). The shareware version is 
limited in some ways, but it will 
give you a chance to see how it 
works on your H/PC. It doesn't 
take up much space (memory) on 
the Windows CE unit.

PowerToys

S uppose someone told you that 
you could increase your H/PC 
performance by 300%, or that you 
could put a button on your taskbar 
to mute your speaker, or that you 
could control your H/PC from your 
ciesktop PC's keyboard and mouse. 
You'd have to be nuts not to be 
interested, right? 

Well, Microsoft has brought to 
Windows CE its popular and handy 
suite of Windows tools (and toys) 
called PowerToys. Conceived and 
designed by the developers of 
Windows CE, they have nothing to 
do with the PowerToys originally 
written for Windows95. 

Here's what you get with 
PowerToys: 

CASCADING MENUS — This 
customizable utility lets you create 
cascading and scrolling menus. A 
menu icon is placed in your 
Taskbar. All you do is click on the 
icon and the cascading menus are 
displayed. 

From there you can instantly get 
anything you want by just tapping 
on any file or program name that 
resides on your H/PC. Microsoft 
says that this increases performance 
by 300%, but it seems even faster 
than that! This is a significant time 
saving factor. 
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Cascading Menus makes it easy and fast to see 
the different options available on the H/PC. 

MUTE — The Mute program 
places a speaker icon on your 
Taskbar. To turn off sounds you just 
click on the speaker icon. An X will 
then be displayed over the speaker 
icon, with volume set to zero. To 
turn the speaker on again just click 
on the speaker icon again. 

CONTROL PANEL ANNUN¬ 
CIATORS — The different utilities 
in the Control Panel let you change 
the way your H/PC looks and oper¬ 
ates. This PowerTool lets you put 
buttons on the Taskbar for any of 
the Control Panel utilities, letting 
you quickly open Communications, 
Display, Keyboard, Owner, 
Password, Power, Remove 
Programs, Stylus, System, Volume, 
and World Clock from the Taskbar.

Control Panel Annunciators lets you add 
Control Panel icons to the Task Bar to access 
set up options quickly. Shown above the icon 
for the Display option has been added to the 
Task Bar 

REMOTE CONTROL - This 
utility lets you control your 
Windows CE Handheld PC from 
your desktop PC. With the H/PC 
connected to the desktop and 
Remote Control running, you can 
use the desktop's keyboard and 
mouse to enter data and control the 
H/PC. The desktop's monitor dis¬ 
plays the H/PCs screen. You can 
also use Remote Control to capture 
graphical images of the H/PC's 
screen (those shown in this article 
were captured by Remote Control). 


Unfortunately, Remote Control 
only works with H/PCs with a 
480x240 screen. This means the 
Hewlett-Packard 300LX series of 
handheld PCs with 640x240 screens 
can't use Remote Control. 



Pocket Paint lets you create pictures and edit 
images. 

PAINT PROGRAM - This pro¬ 
gram lets you create pictures and 
edit images with a pocket-sized ver¬ 
sion of the Windows95 Paint pro¬ 
gram. It also lets you convert the 
Windows CE bitmap graphics files 
(with the .2bp file extension)to .bmp 
files, and vice versa. Some may find 
this smaller, non-color version of 
Paint a bit limiting, but it's still a 
nice tool if you need to do such 
work "on the go." 

SOUND SCHEMES - These are 
custom sound schemes you can use 
in place of the default sounds that 
come with Windows CE. You get 
your choice of Analog, Metallic, and 
Organic. You definitely want to 
check out the Metallic sounds! 

BITMAP TILES - Tired of the 
wallpaper that came with Windows 
CE? Well, now you have can choose 
from Arcade, Argyle, Cars, Castle, 
Chintz, Concrete, Honey, Squares, 
and Thatch. 

PowerToys setup and installa¬ 
tion is fast and painless. You con¬ 
nect your H/PC to your desktop PC 
and run POWTOY.EXE to install 
PowerToys. The install utility lets 
you select the "toys" you want to 
install and tells you know how 
much space on your H/PC they will 
occupy. Some of them take up a lot 
of file storage space on the H/PC, 
and a complete installation would 


take up a lot of space! Be a little con¬ 
servative — you can always go back 
later and install something you 
haven't tried. Also, you can unin¬ 
stall any of the toys without prob¬ 
lems or hassles. 



Bitmap Tiles lets you add different wallpaper 
patterns to the H/PC desktop. 

The sweetest part of all is that 
PowerToys is free! You can down¬ 
load it from Microsoft's web site: 

WARNING: As with the Win- 
dows95 PowerToys, Microsoft des¬ 
ignates PowerToys CE as "beta soft¬ 
ware." This means that Microsoft 
does NOT officially support the 
software. There are no current plans 
to upgrade PowerToys beyond this 
version. It sounds a little scary, but 
it's free and in reality you probably 
won't have any problems with the 
program. So go ahead and have a 
"look/see." 

PowerToys: In addition to speeding up cer¬ 
tain aspects of your H/PC's performance, this is 
a set of handy utilities that are useful and easy 
to use. 

PowerToys: Free!

W indows CE has good old 
Solitaire built in, but more 
fun is available on the 
H/PC from independent develop¬ 
ers. This article looks at some of the 
growing number of games available 
for Windows CE handheld PCs. 
I've tried be as objective as possible, 
but who can be objective about the 
games you play. With this in mind, 
I hope this article helps you find 
your own favorite game for your 
H/PC. 

Chess 

Purple Software 

Chess is a feature-rich program 
for novice or expert. It includes 2D 
or 3D graphical display options and 
gives you a choice of board layouts 
and levels of difficulty. You can play 
against the computer, against a 
human opponent, or watch the com¬ 
puter play against itself. In addition. 


you can set up a board however you 
wish, or use the Master Games 
option to replay some world famous 
games. You can even replay games 
and see what went wrong. 

Purple Software's Chess is a very 
challenging game indeed. I play 
chess occasionally and have played 
it since I was seven (but don't play 
at club level). My experience with 
chess games is that nine times out of 
ten you should be able to beat the 
beginners level of the game. With 
Purple Software's Chess it's more 
like two out of ten times. The basic 
chess engine used in Chess is 
licensed from Oxford Softworks — I 
think it would give Big Blue a run 
for its money. 

The downside to having such a 
feature rich application is its size. 
The main CHESS.EXE file is 243 Kb. 
With help files, the whole program 
occupies just over 270 Kb. 


Backgammon 
Chinese Chess 

Purple Software 

Backgammon and Chinese chess 
are bundled together. Both are fea¬ 
ture rich, high quality games like 
the Chess program. Both are also 
very big! (Backgammon occupies 
250Kb, Chinese Chess 211Kb) 

Backgammon 

This program has some nice fea¬ 
tures, including multiple levels, the 
ability to save a game, multiple 
board layouts, move notation and 
rolling dice — tap the board and the 
dice roll across the screen. 

If you are backgammon player 
(beginner upwards) and want a 
graphically rich game that follows 
the rules, includes a tutorial and 
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Let the Games Begin! 



Chess (Purple Software) lets you display the 
chessboard in two or three dimensions (three 
shown above). 



The main screen of Microsoft’s Hearts shows the 
player's hands. You can only see the cards in 
your hand. 




Jimmy Ark tests your skill at bouncing the ball 
back at the layer of bricks.

Chinese Chess 

I hadn't ever heard of Chinese 
Chess before and my first impression 
was that it looked really strange. I 
quickly ran through the built-in tuto¬ 
rial to learn how to play the game. It 
differs from Western chess in that 
each opposing side consists of a 
King, two Counselors, two Ministers, 
two Knights, two Rooks, two 


Cannons and five Pawns. 

Chinese Chess is as full-featured 
as other Purple Software games. You 
can play against the computer or 
another person. You have multiple 
board and background options all 
selected by tapping icons at the top 
of the screen. I couldn't find any cor¬ 
responding options in the pull down 
menus to change these settings. 

One of the things I didn't like 
about the install program by Purple 
Software was the fact that it 
installed the .exe files into the 
\Windows directory without giving 
me a choice in the matter. On the 
plus side, it did create the shortcuts 


on the desktop and in the Games 
Directory, making it easy to get to 
them . 


lyjicposqft CE Games Pack 

Microsoft CE Entertainment 
Pack comes with ten games. Most 
are familiar and a few are new. It's 
you against the H/PC with some. 
Others let you go head-to-head with 
a friend via infrared port. The entire 
Entertainment Pack occupies about 
800K, but you can selectively install 
the games to conserve space. 

I've only reviewed some of the 
games, but I list them all below.

Here's another version of 
Backgammon — amazing for it's 
size (6 Kb for the .EXE and 60 Kb for 
the accompanying dll's and help 
files). The version I saw was an 
early beta and by the time you read 
this there will be several modules 
available each giving the user a dif¬ 
ferent level of play. 

This version doesn't look quite 
as nice as the Purple Software ver¬ 
sion, but its game play is excellent. 
And because it takes up such little 
space, it's an easy choice for H/PC 
users.

Video Poker — Ever been to Las 
Vegas? Video Poker looks like one 
of those video poker machines 
found in every Casino. It comes 
with sound effects, and displays 
useful information at the top of the 
screen (i.e., "Hand Over," "You 


have two pairs," "Pay out is 20," 
etc.). It's a simple game with excel¬ 
lent graphics. It has a number of 
useful options, including one that 
lets you disable the sound effects. 

Video Poker has a comprehen¬ 
sive help feature, fully explaining 
Video Poker and its rules. This is 
another well-conceived and written 
program that requires only 50 Kb of 
disk space for all related files. 

Caribbean Poker — This H/PC 
version of Caribbean Stud Poker is 
fun to play, and packed with the 
features of its counterpart — Video 
Poker. Graphically rich and small in 
size, Caribbean Poker is worth 
checking out. 


PocketJongg 

C-Labs 

PocketJongg is a puzzle game 
like Taipei or Mahjongg but follows 
different rules and provides differ¬ 
ent layouts. This is a feature rich 
program that takes up a lot of space. 
Occupying over 350 Kb of disk 
space, you can't have two many 
games like this on your H/PC. You 
can remove the sound file (pock- 
jce.pjs) to reduce the amount of disk 
space used by about 108 Kb.

140 Kb of disk space (40 Kb of which 
is the opening sound effects!).

The piece preview option dis¬ 
plays the next object to fall. Finally, 
Tetris for Windows CE displays an 
important statistic — how long 
you've been playing (it's easy to for¬ 
get). The sound effects are fun but 
you can mute them if you need to.

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one. It was fun to play, but little too 
difficult. 

When you register Jimmy Ark 
you get a bonus game called 
Planetoid. It's loosely based on 
another arcade classic Asteroids. 
Jimmy Ark occupies just over 100 
Kb of disk space and Planetoid just 
over 140 Kb. 


Game Emulators 

A lot of fantastic games software 
has been written for a wide variety 
of platforms. What happens when 
the machine (or operating system) 
they're written for goes out of pro¬ 
duction? The games sit on a shelf, or 
in a box gathering dust — unless 
someone has written a game emula¬ 
tor for the platform! 

Game emulators let one operat¬ 
ing system run games written for 
another. Some people say they 
encourage software piracy (there's 
already too much of that), but 
they're a godsend for old games. 

FrotzCE 

This emulator lets you play clas¬ 
sic text-based adventure games. 
Many of those games are from 
Infocom, a company responsible for 
producing great text adventure 
games in the early to mid eighties. 
When I first saw FrotzCE I won¬ 
dered where I was going to find any 
games for it. One place to look is 
Infocom's web site (www.lysator 
.liu.se/ adventure/infocom/). I 
found a few on an old DOS share¬ 
ware Power CD and some on 5 /' 
floppy disks. (I had to find and 
install a 5/" floppy drive to load 
them on to my PC.) Many freeware 
and shareware text adventures can 
be found at ftp://ftp.gmd.de/if- 
archive/ infocom/. A commercial 
product, Activision's Masterpieces of 
Infocom, came out last year. It cost 
between $20 and $35 (depending on 
where you found it) and come with 
33 of the Infocom games (not includ¬ 
ing Hitchhiker and Shogun). It may 


still be available in stores, or you can 
contact Activision on their web site: 
www.activision.com.This is the main 
FrotzCE web site. 

FrotzCE can be downloaded from 
ftp://ftp.gmd.de/if-archive/ info¬ 
com/ or from the Frotz webpage at 
www.geocities.com/ SiliconValley/ 
Heights/3222/frotz.htm. It occupies 
a little over 260 Kb disk space on your 
H/PC. (There's a 100 Kb version of 
FrotzCE for those with WCEMFC. 
DLL in the H/PC's Windows 
Directory. The HP 320LX has the 
.DLL file in ROM.) You can also 
download a sampler from the sites 
mentioned above that explains how 
to play these games and lets you try a 
couple out. The games start at 30Kb 
but can be as large as 300Kb. 

Ian Dean wrote FrotzCE. He has 
done a great job, but he's not alone. 
Other independent programmers 
have created games software that 
look and play like games you played 
in video arcades in the 80's. Some do 
so they can enjoy the game on the 
H/PC. Most do it as a mark of 
respect for the original arcade game. 
Some even do it to persuade the cre¬ 
ator of the original game that they 
should port the game to the H/PC. 

I saw one recently that is almost 
an exact replica of the classic 
Williams arcade game Defender. It 
was written with no acces to original 
source code and is not available for 
release (at the moment). When it is, 
I'll let you know. 

More games than I can write about 

New games are coming out all 
the time and the MobileSoft web 
page (www.mobilesoft.com) is a 
good place to vist and buy games 
online. 

I've only scratched the surface in 
this review — there are other games 
available. Check out the review of 
Gamebag on page 77 of this issue. 
See the Sidebar on this page for a 
number of additional games I did 
not have time to review.

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I f you're being just a little too pro¬ 
ductive with your H/PC and 
need to take a break and have a lit¬ 
tle fun, GameBag One is for you. 
This collection of games is designed 
specifically for the handheld plat¬ 
form, using the stylus instead of 
keyboard to move objects. None of 
the eight games included in 
GameBag take much time to learn 
or play. They are the kind of game 
that you can stop in the middle of, 
take care of some business, and 
come back to without being penal¬ 
ized.

The GameBag includes the fol¬ 
lowing games: 

Cross Hands — This is a varia¬ 
tion on poker where you play the 
game in two dimensions. You are

of cards and have to make the best 
poker hands out of each row and 
each column. You'll think so hard in 
this game that you'll find yourself 
blinking a lot. 

Dot-2-Dot — Variation on a 
game that most people have played 
this one at one time or another. 
There is a grid of dots that you con¬ 
nect with the object of making 
boxes. Whoever makes the most 
boxes wins. The trick is not to let the 
computer make the first box. This 
game will drive you nuts, but you'll 
love every minute of it! 

Hands Down — This game 
could be renamed "Yahtzee Meets 
Poker", and to say the game is chal¬ 
lenging is an understatement. Cards 
are "dealt" by the computer and 
you must try to make each of the 
following poker hands: Straight 
Flush ($40), Straight ($20), Flush 
($25), Four of a Kind ($35), Three of

a Kind ($15), Full House ($30), and 
Two Pair ($10). You are awarded $$ 
for each hand you make. 

King's Corners — This is pos¬ 
sibly the most addictive variety of 
solitaire I've ever come across! The 
goal of this game is to put all face 
cards into their assigned slots 
around the edges of a square, with 
the Kings in the corners. 

Namystics - Try to match a 
word with the shape displayed. 
Dots form a triangle and next to the 
dots are letters (shown below). For 
each game connected dots form a 


shape. Your job is to figure out the 
words. Things start out "easy" and 
get harder as the game proceeds. 

Shift Left - Think ahead, but 
not too far! Shift left deals six cards 
face up and the rest of the pile face 
down. Turn the pile face up, one at a 
time.

This game requires a lot 
of planning ahead, and though it 
seems maddening and impossible, 
you can do it (if luck is on your 
side). 

GameBag One is innovative and 
fun. Until now, the Microsoft CE 
Entertainment Pack was the only 
game (pack) in town. Now there's a 
new kid on the block and the more, 
the merrier — especially where 
games are concerned.
